Mohave-Apache Indians Not to Be 
Coerced Into Leaving Verde Valicy 
at Ft. McDowell. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


PHOENIX (Aris.) Aug. 26.—[Ex- 
clusive Digpatch.] The story widely 
spread by a Chicago attorney that the 
Mohave-Apache Indians at Ft. Mc- 
Dowell had won their fight for preser- 
vation of their Verde Valley homes is 
piffie. The fact of the matter is that 
the Secretary of the Interior has de- 
creed that the Indians need not leave 
the Verde Valley unless they want to, 
which is in line with the expressed 
policy of the department in refusing 
to use coercion upon the Indians, even 
when a change might be for the In- 
good. 

INDIANS OBJECT TO CHANGE.

Mohave-Apache band from Mc- 
Dowell to the upper part of the Salt 
River Indian Reservation, where wa- 
ter for irrigation could be supplie4 
more readily and where a large tract 
of fine land was available. The water 
was to be given free, in perpetuity, 
from the Salt River project, and the 
land, lying along Salt River, imme- 
diately below the Arizona Canal, could 
readily be sold for $100 an acre were 
in not upon the reservation.

PORTERVILLE, Aug. 25.—Whitley 
Smith, a prominent orange orchardist

to Live on Twenty-Four Hours a 
Day and Be Happy and Useful.” He 
preceded his sermon with a brief and 
interesting reference to the thirteenth 


ing of the church, of which the fifth 
year of Dr. Locke's pastorate will be- 
gin next Sunday. 

In his sermon Dr. 
part: 

“Good humor ia a gift of God; and 
it is, therefore, not extravagant or un- 
true to say that laughter 1s a means 
fef grace. There is a frivolity which 
is harmful to the worshi spirit, 
but there are occasions when hearty, 
wholesome laughter comes to us from 
the heights of glory with a ministry of 
encouragement and hope. 

“The old world needs sunshine. As 
the day would not dawn, nor flowers 
bloom, nor trees bud, nor moons rise, 
nor birds sing without sunshine, so 
a merry heart is necessary to dispel 
the shadows and sweeten the joys of 
human life. The world outside will 
partake of the character of our world 
within. Suntlight in the soul will rim 
with gold every dark cloud. No one 
can exert a more helpful influence 
upon others than he has first felt in 
his own life. 

“Those who dwell on the dark side 

things bring nething to pass ¢%- 
cept disaster, andicreate nothing save 
the wailings of GMioralizing pessim- 
ism. The bright side of things is 
radiant with faith in God, our broth- 
er and ourself, and in the sublime law 
of the survival of the fittest and the 
best. 


Locke said in 


“A merry heart lightens burdens. 
It is a burden bearer. Life will have 
its perplexities; finiteness is itself a 
burden to a soul which feels within 
itself the prophecy of finite power 
and perfection. 

“Like the sun, Where sometimes a 
river plunges into a gloomy chasm, 
catches up the fiying mists and weaves 
them into arches of radiant beauty, 
#0 @ merry heart carries its light into 
heavens of a weeping soul with rain- 
bows of hope and peace. 

“Yes, it is the mission of good hu- 
mor to fill the world with ‘thrilling 
music and joyous laughter. A merry 
heart has a hopeful answer for the 
dismal question, ‘Who will roll us 
away the stone?’ 

“Worry rusts and care corrodes, 
but merry heart burnishes and 
brightens. A merry heart looks for 
a silver lining and usually finds it, 
for every cloud has its lining of stl- 
ver. There would be no shadows if 
the sun Were not on the upper side 
of the cloud. 

“If man would be truly happy he 
must know something of the mystery 
of why he lives, how he should live, 
and whither he is going. Much in 
this life ia mistaken for rea! joy and 
happiness. With our sins forgiven, 
our present life under divine care, 
and our future life assured, the sou) 
has:a right to be happy. 

“Worry kills more people than the 
faithful doctors cure. Christ has come 
into the world to forgive its sins and 
bind up ite wounds and to heal its 
Giseases. If life would be made worth

Nevertheless who can 
prove that this is not simply a very 
natural conceit? We ourselves may 


is never the age that makes great- 
ness. It is the fashion in which the 
age is survived. The age of Noah 
has passed. Noah has never been 
forgotten. Maybe after all he is quite 
worth while. 

“One thing to be said is Noah is 
a Bible great ‘man. Moses, Isaiah, 
Ezekiel, Matthew, Luke, Peter and 
Paul all had things to say about him. 
Jesus of Nasareth knew of him. Moses 
made record of the origina! creation, 
then of the generations of the heav- 
eng and the earth, then of the race 
of man from Adam to the flood, and 
then wrote a long story about one 
man and his name was Noah. One 
man was large enough to be men- 
tioned over against the whole uni- 
verse and all human history close 
to his time. One man is great in 
the greatest book ever written. While 
the Bible lives Noah will live in the 
memory of men; we should degrade 
ourselves did we forget him. Even 
an antediluvian may be useful to the 


ages. 

“Another thing about Noah is he 
was one of humanity's great ones 
He was a great man among men. Of 
all the world full he was the only 
one worthy to survive. his 
neighbors he had many years to 
tempt him. He had wealth to corrupt 
him. He had power to degrade him 
to violence and tyranny. He had red 
blood in him to make his thoughts 
evil continually like those about him. 
The vote for sin and worry was unani- 
mous, except for him. The man who 
conquers when the world falls is no 
child or weakling. The man who its 
great enough to found a race, and 
on the ruins of another, must sure! 
be a triumph of humanity. We shall 
say things presently about Noah's 
goodness. We remember first that he 
was tall and great, a tower standing 
four square to all the winds that 
blew. 

“Noah was one of God's great men. 
He found grace in the eyes of the

right and be right was more than 
all hot blood and wrong example. He 
was a constant man. He walked with 
God. He was a consecrated ma 
“According to all that Ged commanded 
him, so did he.’ He did not pick and 
choose among the counsels of God. 
He had great faith. He preached with 
hammer and saw, with the words 
of his mouth and with a living ex- 
ample. His faith did not vanish over 
night.
